1. From A&E Staff : | 1 has begun a statistics t raining 

program o f two one-hour sessions a week for I I Mr. 


and our three staff psychometrists . This t raining. 
which we regard as highly desirable, was initiated by 
expressed interest in conducting it. He will combine a review 
of fundamentals of statistics with an acquaintance with more 
advanced techniques, emphasizing their practical significance. 


2. From Executive Officer : Even though the exercise in preparation 
for a possible flood proved to be unnecessary, it did accomplish 

a great deal in the disposal of material. A total of 55 boxes 
(1 cu. f t. each) of records were transferred to the Records Center 
1 Approximately 104 cu. ft. of material occupying shelf 
space primarily in vaults was destroyed. Also, 600 tapes con- 
taining out-of-date material consisting largely of recorded 
lectures were returned to the Audio Aids Section for erasure 
and further use. The exercise seems to indicate that with proper 
pressure we can accomplish a great deal in reducing our volume of 
records prior to the move to Langley.
